HE ſeveral Conditions and Cireumſlances of Men, ſup- 

poſed to enjoy their uſual Health, may be reduced to 
two Sorts, viz. internal and external, The internal Conditi- 
ons of Men ate Strength, or Weakneſs of Conftitucticn, Thei 
external Cicumſtances are either Wealth, or Freedom, whidh 
enable them to live as they pleaſe; or Ambition and Poverty, 
which bind them down to ſplendid or obſcure Servitude, and 
pther Inconveniencies, 

Perſcns of a healthy and ſtrong Conſtitution, ſhould obſcry 
the two following Rules. The firſt is, to avoid a preciſe and 
uniform Diet, and to diverſify their method of living ; to be 
owetimes in the City, and ſcmetimes in the Ccuntry; to Ea 
nd Drink ſometimes more, and ſometimes leſs than uſual, bu 
ways within the Bounds of Temperance, to partzke cf what- 
rer wholſome Food comes in their way, be it ever (> ordin 
rv ; to uſe at one time little, at another time much Exdrciſe 
nd in ſtiort, by a various Life, to be always prepared, and 
eady, to fall in wich any Condition which may be appointed 
or them in Providence. 

The ſecond Rule i-, to be cauticus not to deftroy in thei 
Ny Days of Pleaſure, and Health, by any great Exceſs or De- 
bauchery, that vigour of Conflitution which ſhould ſuppo 
hem under unavoidable Infirmities, 

On the other Hand, Perſons of a tender and delicate Habit 
f Body (among whom Celus reckons molt of thoſe who live in 
test Cities, and all the Studious and Contemplative) ſhould 
ndeavour to repair by their Temperance, Regularity, and Care, 
hat is perpetually impaired by their Weakne(s, Scituation, 
nd Study; and in effect we often ſee that Perſons of a weakly 
onſtitution, who are im mediately injured by anyExceſs and 
onſequently obliged to be careful in the management of (heir 
ealth, live more comfortably, and longer than thoſe of. ro- 
uſt Conllitution, who from a vain Cophdence in their Vigour, 
e apt to deſpiſe all Rules and Order, Ty 
As to external Circumſtances, thoſe who by Birth or Acqui- 
tion, are poſſeſſed ofa Fortune which makes them able, and 
Diſpoſition which makes them free to live 20 they pleaſe, 
ving it in their Power to put every Rule in Practice that cas 
dnduce to the Preſervation of their Health, are to bleme 1 


they negſect 10 t a Blefing, which every Man will 
the value of and deplore, when once he has loſt ii. 
Thoſe again who either by Choice are engaged to ſerve 
ublic, or by Poverty obliged to ſerve private Families, 
are not at Liberty to beſtow much Time or Care on t| 
Health, muſt make the beſt uſe they can of ſuch Opportunii 
as their Engagements will «fford them. Every Condit 
as ſume vacant Hours, which may be employed to the 
Poſe of Health, ** The Emperour Antoninus, ſays Galen, 
iſpatched ſo much Buſineſs in the Day, began his Exer 
lways about Sun- ſet.” It is important for a Stateſman 
bſerve, that the mere Buſineſs he has been fatigued 
upon any particular Occaſion, the more temperate he ou 
o live ;”” and that he ſhould not at ſuch Times, eat 
{thing hard of Digeſtion, or drink more Wine than whit 

_ yuſt ſufficient to refreſh him. -
